WHOLE ARMY SLEEPS 
DEEP UNDERGROUND 
AS MEN FIGHT ABOVE 


[BT ASSOCIATED PRESS] 
French. Front, Aug. 15.-"Doiena of 
divisions of the French, army now 
sleep 
underground 
in comparative 
comfort, even .in the front lines when 
the Qcnnans are hurling tens of thou- 
sands of shells on the ground above 
them, thanks to the work of the cpip 
panies of excavators formed smce tne 
beginning 
of the 
war. 
The 
men 
chosen to construct these shelter, 


I which have preserved so many thou- 
sands of lives, 
are soldiers 
whose 
age varies 
between 
forty-nve 
and 
fifty and who would have been unfit 
to take part in the active operations 
of modern battles, where 
quiekne«3 
of movement and mhenees of limb 
are absolute necessities, 
No matter 
what the nature of the soil, whether 
hard rock, quicksand, chalk or marshy 
land, these veterans have overcome 
all the difficulties and have succeeded 
in 
constructing 
formidable 
bomb- 
proof shelters all along the line of .the 
front from the North 'Sea to the Swiss 
frontier until at the present moment 
any fighting unit arriving at almost 
any part of the line finds » habitable 
dug-out awaiting it. 
. 
The correspondent of the Associated 
Press has seen and been inside doz- 
ens of these subterranean cities—for 
aucb they may. be termed—at many 
places, and, even where all the natural 
conditions are difficult, has found the 
shelters 
commodious, 
well-drained 
and well-ventilated. In some cases a 
battalion finds accommodation in a 
single shelter, and each man lodged 
in it is provided'with a simple bed, 
consisting " of a wire-netting founda- 
tion supported by wooden uprights, 
On this the soldier lays his regulation 
bundle of straw and, covering himself 
with his army blanket and great coat, 
can sleep with freedom from anxiety 
as to any bombardment in progress 
outside. The shelters 
are provided 
generally with electric lights or ace- 
tylene lamps, sanitary conveniences 
and, in some cases, with complete

Dill Pickles—Select

cucumbers, wash gently with brush 
and cover with clear cold water. Next 
day drain, -wipe dry, pack closely in 
fruit jars, using pisnty of dill be- 
tween layers. • To each.one-half gal- 
lon jar add two small red peppers or 
about one-fourth of a large red pep- 
per, 
a level teaspoon of white pepper, 
two bay leaves and two thin slices of 
horseradish root. To six quarts of 
water add a pov.nd of rock salt (use 
no other kind of salt) and a level 
teaspoon of powdered alum. 
Heat 
the mixture to boiling point, add a 
quart of cider vinegar.

In addition to writing letters and 
postcards, 'the duties of members of 
the division will include: 
Gathering I 
information concerning individuals at j 
general, divisional, 
regimental 
and 
company headquarters, field and base 
hospitals, ports of embarkation and 
camps in this country where troops 
are mobilized and trained. 
Handling inquiries concerning pris- 
oners of war; both German prisoners 
in America and American prisoners in 
Germany. 
A big training school for 
these Sammies' secretaries has been 
established at the war department and 
is in operation now. 
Officers of the 
division are being selected from the 
officers' training camps and will be 
sent to France and to places in this 
country as soon as trained. 
"Every company of American sol- 
diers, everywhere," said General Mc- 
Cain, "will be accompanied by one or 
more of these men regularly stationed 
with It and part of whose Job will be 
to know every man in the company. 
"This man will report to the regi- 
mental statistical division, which, will 
be specially charged -with the prepar- 
ation and forwarding of casualty lists 
and data as to wounded and seriously 
ill. 
In formation will likewise be re-

With 'tee jfTench Armies; on the 
Ainse, Aug. 14.—•"'Le 
Chemin 
des 
Dames,".the historic "Ladies' Road," 
is no longer a place for ladies. 


It is only a place for men—men 
who know how to flght and die. -The 
daily battles now raging 
along the 
Chemin des Dames equal in intensity 
and fierceness the historic combats 
last year at Verdun. 
These Chemin des Dames attacks 
launched on a restricted front with 
all the concentrated resources 
that 
Germany has left for the purpose of 
retaking or obliterating a salient, lack 
none of the determination and 'desper- 
ateness of the Verdun asaeults. 
No war correspondent, or civilian 
has even set foot on "Ladies' Road 
since It was wrested from the Ger- 
mans by the French. 
What takes 
place there can only be learned Crom 
the survivors who come back after a. 
week's defense of the road. 
The 


story of one is the story of aH—differ- 
ing ionly in detail and not in kind. 
The following is one of many thou- 
sands: 


"The 
oattalions of chasseurs we 
•were to reHeve had passed an agitated 
period that included violent attacks 
by the Germans with ensuing influx 
and reflux. 


"To reach our front lines we must 
cross the first and second lines of the 
famous Jfindenburg position all of 
which in this locality has been cap- 
tured ty us. Our artillery has com- 
pletely demolished every bombproof 
and shelter of the original Hinden- 
burg line, and for us it is a question 
of sleeping: under the open sky and 
glimmering stars. 
"Our officers go forward to recon- 
noiter the ground. 
As the officers 
talk together a Boche marmite falls. 
A. lieutenant is killed and 
another 
wounded. 
A little farther along a 
rifle grenade mortally wounds another 


officer. 


"We take .possession of our sector 
and work hard to render it impregna- 
able to a surprise attack. The Boches 
are only fifty yards away. 
At 3:30 
in the morning they attack. 
"From our front line, we can see 
their infantry. 
They are so close to 
their own barrage that at one moment 
they are obliged to fall back to keep 
from being massacred by their own 
shells. 


"We have orders to die on the spot 
before abandoning our line. A hand- 
to-hand combat is quickly engaged. 


"The Germans succeed in getting 
into our trenches. 
We do not have 
enough grenades to beat off their at- 
tacks. 


"But the waves which we drive back 
are quickly replaced with fresh troops 
and the handJo-hand fighting con- 
tinues. A lieutenant in charge of a 
section after driving one German as- 
ed by a second. The 


The latter are still in their heavy 
packing cases. 
To open them his 
men use pickaxes at the risk of ex- 
plodinr the whole case. But they get 
them cut and drive the German flame 
throwers back. At this point the en- 
emy has now been thrown back across 
the Chemin des Dames. 


"We flnd another soldier sitting on 
a trench with a pipe in his mouth 
calmv shooting down German grenade 
throwers before a single one can get 
within reach of him. 


"Another 
soldier after 
valiantly 
beating off the Germans from in front 
of his shell hole only to flnd that still 
others are threatening to cut him off 
from the rear, comes back and indig- 
nantly asks his lieutenant at what 
range he must fix his rifle in order to 
get 'those pigs there.' 


"At ten in the morning we have the
